Cr. Bakker Stomps Out 


Of Emergency Council 


“You have changed your 
mind on the snowmobile 
issue!’* Councillor Bakker 
charged one of the councill- 
ors Monday night at the 
committee meeting, ‘‘and 
your nothing but a coward.’’ 

A heated exchange be- 
tween Councillor John Bakk- 
er, a noted crusader against 
snowmobiling in town, and 
the remainder of council, 
which turned Monday's com- 
mittee meeting into a hot 
and highly irregular encoun- 
ter, Hostility grew by the 
minute as the abrasive de- 
bate on snowmobiling un- 
folded. 

The issue _ got off the 
ground last Monday, January 


2 when the St. Albert Snow- 
mobile group presented a 
prepared brief at the regular 
meeting of council which, in 
essence, sought council’s 
approval to leave the snow- 
mobile bylaw as is and give 
the Snowmobile Association 
a chance to implement a 
multi-pronged program 
which promises to improve 
and regulate snowmobiling 
in St, Albert. 

At the January 2 regular 
meeting of council, the 
snowmobile bylaw failed to 
receive ratification by a 
squeeky 3 - 3 tie vote, This 
turn of events then brought 
about a motion by Councillor 
Lukay that the snowmobile 


issue be placed as one of 
the questions on the Jan, 31 
byelection ballot. This mo- 
tion was carried, and the 
Snowmobile Association as- 
sured council that it would 
Slightly revise its brief for 
presentation at the Jan. 8 
committee meeting. 

On Monday, at 9:35, the 
St, Albert Snowmobile Asso- 
ciation, represented by six 
members of the executive, 
presented their revised 
brief which met with the 
approval of the majority of 
council , . . but not with 
Councillor Bakker, 

After covncil had per- 
used the Association's brief,

Jamison Urges Support Of 
River And Park Projects 


Speaking to upwards of 
60 town and Sturgeon people 
at the annual meeting Sun- 
day of the Conservative As- 
sociation, MLA Ernie Jami- 
son enlarged on the govern- 
ment’s plan for cleaning up 
the Sturgeon River, stating 
at the outset that the pro- 
jects was continuing as 
planned. 

‘At the annual meeting 
last year, it was because 
I am so keenly interested 
in the river development 
that I asked Mr. Bill Yurko 
to be our guest. I was aware 
that more than 67 studies had 
been done on the Sturgeon, 
ami = felt our government 
should get some action star- 


ted. So I was delighted when 
Minister Yurko informed me 
that his department had allo- 
cated $75,000 to do channel 
clearing, starting last 
month,’’ said Mr, Jamison, 
He went on to tell the meet- 
ing that long-range plans 
are for a thorough restora- 
tion of the river through its 
entire length, The work will 
continue year after year, 
developing park areas, river 
bank trails, man-made lakes 
and recreation areas, 
‘Speaking of the Sturgeon 
River’’ said Ernie, “I would 
like also to mention the 
1,000 acres of land that was 
set aside for Athabasca Uni- 
versity, As it became app- 


arent that there wasn’t a 
need for a fourth university 
in the forseeable future, I 
proposed to the Legislature 
and also to Ministers Foste 
er, Backus and Warack that 
the site be developed as a 
provincial park and recrea- 
tion area,”’ said the MLA, 

Mr, Jamison said he was 
determined to do everything 
in his power to keep St. Al- 
bert separated from Edmon- 
ton, “If a university was 
established on this site I 
feel that nothing could stop 
the city from growing to it. 
Developers would exert tre- 
mendous pressure for such 
residential development

‘My role is quite clear,” 
said Mrs, Stibbe, “I was 
elected as administration 
finance chairman unani- 
mously by the board at a 
meeting where either 10 or 
11 - in other words all, or 
nearly all of the members 
were present, If there isa 
move to de-elect me, Iwould 
like the veiled charges dealt 
with here, I did not seek this 
office,*’ she said, ‘and if 
this is a move of non-confi- 
dence, this board had better 
come up with some good 
reasons,” 

‘I did not understand that 
you were administrative 
chairman plus secretary,”’ 
said Mrs, Munro, ‘‘until this 
is clearly laid out we can- 
not go on, I am not sugges- 
ting that you not be admini- 
strative chairman,’ 

“This was written out on 
the blackboard when I was 
elected,”’ commented Mrs, 
Stibbe. ‘‘It was not clear to 
me,’’ said Mr, Thomas, 
“that the administrative 
chairman be secretary.’ 

Mrs, Davis said ‘‘We had 
an administrative finance 
chairman before. When 
nominations came up Inome- 
inated Mrs, Stibbe as fin- 
ance chairman, I was told 
at that time that Mr, Gaunce 
and Mr. Bailey haddiscuss- 
ed the situation and recom- 
mended to the board that the 
office would include secre- 


tary, So I agreed that the 
hew member elected to the 
new position would be elec- 
ted as secretary also.’’ 

Mrs, Stibbe read from 
Dec, 14 minutes; ‘That the 
following sentence be add- 
ed - that financial matters 
continue to be handled by 
the administrative chair- 
man, If this is not to be so, 
then I consider it a vote of 
non-confidence,’’ she said. 

Mayor Gibbon said that as 
of Nov, 6 re. a meeting with 
Mr, O'Connell = (“and you 
were there Mr, Gaunce,’’) 
there were listed one, two 
and three parts of the role 
of finance chairman, I sugg- 
est there was no communi- 
cation between you and your 
board after that, With this 
kind of a committee you will 
have trouble. If you have to 
go by memory and interpret 
minutes (Mrs, Acker did not 
have available at the meet- 
ing the minutes of the pre- 
vious one) then you will have 
trouble, Every piece of in- 
formation out of council 
should come back to this 
board - or you will have 
trouble, I suggest we cut 
out this nit-picking and get 
on with the job,’’ the mayor 
concluded, 

Mr. Bailey asked the ma- 
yor if he had further re- 
commendation regarding 
council information, ‘‘I be= 
lieve either your director 
or secretary should be 
checking regularly and get 
photo copies of all items 
for circulation to all of the 
board,’ said the mayor, “A 
good suggestion,’’ replied 
Mr, Bailey. 

“In most cases,’’ said 
Mrs. Acker, ‘‘council min- 
utes are not available for 
one - two weeks after a 
meeting.’’ ‘‘They become 
available to staff atthe same 
time as to council,’ said 
Mayor Gibbon, ‘‘There 
might be a lapse of two 
weeks - but not two months, 
as in the case of the Nov, 6 
meeting just referred to!’’

Legion Plans Social Temporary Jobs 
Night For Installation 


Through LIP Program

Preventive Social Services 
Director, 

The Preventive Social 
Services Board has received 
approval from the Federal 
Government to hire four un- 
employed St. Albert resi- 
dents under the Local Initia- 
tives Program. Under the 
terms of LIP the federal 
government provides the 
money for local groups to 
operate programs that will 
fight unemployment and be 
of community benefit, The 
St. Albert programs would 
involve young people, senior 
citizens, and those interes- 
ted in the environment, and 
funds will hire four people, 
one for each area of activity, 
plus a secretary for about 
four months, 

The St, Albert Preventive 
Social Services LIP pro- 
gram is designed to pro- 
vide help to groups with 
operation or expansion of 
present programs or help 
them start new ones that 
they have wanted but have- 
n’t had the time to develop 
It in no way desires to take 
over programs or take away 
from what groups are al- 
ready doing but to make 
additional manpower avail- 
able to them, The Preventive 
Social Services Board rea- 
lizes that many good volun- 
teer programs exist in the 
Town, It does not want to 
‘step on any toes’ or dup- 
licate efforts. 

The three parts of the 


program will not be run for

Councillor Bakker expres- 
sed his views that this ques- 
tion of snowmobiling in St, 
Albert must be voted upon 
and he also pledged that he 
would do everything in his 
power to keep the snowmo- 
bile questionnaire on the 
January 31 ballot, 

Councillor Lukay, after 
digesting the brief, advan- 
ced the motion that the snow- 
mobile question be removed 
from the ballot, ‘‘and let's 
give the Snowmobile Asso- 
ciation a chance to put into 
motion its proposals, *’ 

Councillor Bakker, blan- 
ched with anger, warned 
council that this motion was 
ridiculous and impossible 
to push through, Chief Ad- 
ministrator Dan O’Connell 
read the Municipal Act and 
advised council that the 
‘question’ could be removed 
from the ballot through a 
special meeting of council, 
attended by two-thirds of 
council members present, 

Councillor Bakker said, 
“This can’t be done tonight 
because we're already 
meeting during a 15-minute 
extension of the committee 
meeting and therefore I 
move that we adjourn,’’ 

Mayor Ray Gibbon then 
made a motion that the come 
mittee meeting go into a 
special meeting to deal with 
the issue, Councillor Bakk- 
er’s motion to adjourn was 
carried and deputy-mayor 
John deBruijn, who had been 
chairing the committee 
meeting, turned proceedings 
over to Mayor Gibbon, At 
this point, Councillor Bakk- 
er packed-up his briefcase 
and stomped out of council 
chambers with a parting re- 
mark, ‘‘don’t forget gentle- 
men, this special meeting 
you’re planning to hold is 
illegal because I deny hav- 
ing been notified, ”’ 

Mayor Gibbon, assuming 
the chair, called upon each 
remaining member of coun- 
cil to sign the special meet- 
ing waiver then entertained 
debate on the motion by 
Councillor Frank Lukay that 
the snowmobile question be 
removed from the January 
31 ballot, 

Councillor Rod Thronde 
son was first to speak on 
the motion, He said that he 
was against removing the 
question from the ballot bee 
cause he would have liked 
to give the residents of St,

Albert an opportunity to ex- 
press their opinion on the 
issue, He also agreed that 
council had buckled under 
pressure, However, he did 
admit that the Snowmobile 
Association had made a good 
presentation and said he was 
willing to wait and see how 
effectively it will function, 

Councillor Frank Lukay, 
while speaking onthe motion 
to remove the snowmobile 
questfon from the ballot 
said, ‘I did not bend under 
what has been called here 
a ‘pressure group’, I have 
Simply changed my thinking 
on the issue, in the light of 
the brief and would like to 
see these people go ahead 
with their plans to educate 
snowmobilers, institute re- 
gulations and bring about 
what I sincerely feel is a 
good program, worth our 
endorsation,“’ Mr, Lukay 
added that if the Association 
fails to fulfill its outlined 
proposals, he will be right 
there to push through ahard 
and fast bylaw implementing 
required snowmobile regu- 
lations, 

Mayor Gibbon, in his re- 
marks, said that he was 
pleased to see that this As- 
sociation will be given a 
chance to function, ‘After 
all,’’ he said, ‘“‘anytime over 
200 interested citizens att- 
end a public meeting like 
they did on snowmobiling 
last week at Father Jan 
School, we ought to have 
enough faith in our people 
to give them a chance to go 
ahead with their plans, *’ 

Councillors JohndeBruijn 
and Bob Hudson both said 
they didn’t want to repeat 
what had already been said 
because they agreed that the 
Association ought to be given 
a chance, 

The vote to rescind the 
January 2 motion that the 
snowmobile question be vot- 
ed on January 31 was thus 
carried 4 - 1, Voting in 
favor were Mayor Gibbon, 
councillors deBruijn, Hud- 
son and Lukay. Councillor 
Rod Throndson voted against 
the motion, 

Now, as_ things stand, 
there will be only one ques- 
tionnaire on the list on Jan- 
uary 31 voting day, the one 
dealing with bus transpor- 
tation, Other ballots to be 
cast on voting day will be 
for one of five candidates 
to fill a vacancy on town 
council and one of five can- 
didates veying for the vacant 
Separate School Board seat, 
Although nominated candi- 
dates had 24 hours in which 
to withdraw, none of the 10 
nominees did so, An ad- 

vance poll will be held Jan-

the nurse on duty to get 
them. on emergency tables 
and take off their boots. 

As Peewee pointed out 
the two fellows, who had had 
a car accident at the correc- 
tion line on the highway had 
actually passed two houses 
before reaching Quintals - 
but Quintals were the only 
clearly visible yard lights 
at the time - around 5:30 
p.m, He also felt they might 
have received aid sooner 
if they had stayed with the 
car, but perhaps they were 
in a partial state of shock 
after the accident, the big 
man was pinned in the car 
and it took the other some 
time for his small compan- 
ion to get him out through 
the driver’s door, At any 
rate the Quintals felt that 
neither would have survived 
the bitter cold much longer, 
and fortunately both men 
were young - around 25

The men were coming

In an interview Tuesday 
with the two accident vic- 
tims who are now recover- 
ing in the Sturgeon General 
Hospital, Dale Lea-Wilson 
and Ken Campbell, both of 
Edmonton told The Gazette 
that they were indeed grate- 
ful to have stumbled on won- 
derful people like ‘‘our res- 
cuers,*’ They asked us for

We must ensure that 
school facilities and work- 
ing conditions are the best 
so that teachers and students 
have the opportunity to make 
the most of the educational 
programs, 

Because of the extreme 
importance of children ob- 
taining a strong foundation 
in the basic educational 
skills in their formative 
years, a high degree of in- 
dividual attention from the 
teacher is essential. 

This important aspect of 
the child's early education 
necessitates a small pupil- 
teacher ratio so that the 
teacher can effectively deal 
with each child be he a slow 
learner, exceptionally gift- 
ed, or of average ability. 


Classroom enrollments 
MUST be smaller, 

‘*Pre-school’’ education 
should be the right of every 
child, Fifty per cent of the 
child’s learning potential is 
developed before the age of 
six, 

At the present time many 
parents are unable to send 
their children to kindergar- 
ten for financial reasons, If 
pre-school education were 
to come under the jurisdic- 
tion of the school board, fin- 
anced by the foundation pro- 
gram, every child withinthe 
town would have the oppor- 
tunity to obtain the benefits 
of early education, The 
school board must make the 
provincial governments 
more aware of ourconcerns 
in this area, 

Many children have learn- 
ing disabilities which make 
it difficult for them to fit 
into the standard education- 
al system, These difficulties 
may be attributed to mini- 
mal brain damage, sight or 
hearing problems, percep- 
tual problems or behavioral 
problems, 

A more intensive pre- 
school screening process 
would enable the parents 
and the schools to effec- 
tively deal with these child- 
ren, The health unit testing 
of four year olds and the 
one-week Grade 1 orienta- 
tion programs are a step in 
the right direction but are 
not nearly comprehensive 
enough, 

If these programs, and 
remedial programs at the 
Grade 2 level are expanded, 
it will greatly decrease the 
amount of expensive correc- 
tional work to be done at a 
later date, not to mention 
the immediate beneficia 
effects for the children, 
their parents, and their tea« 
chers,

Capital Cable TV Ltd,
